‘reached the city, whose name the fated 


steamship bore, and a nation rejoiced with 
her. A day of doubt and anxiety and 
sorrow had the happiest possible ending. 
As the gallant City of Birmingham steamed 
up to her dock, bearing aloft the pennant 
of her stricken sister and below that most 
precious burden, her human freight 
after cheer rang out from the 
assembled throng to give her noble wel- 
come. 

The rescue of the Savannah was the 
feature of the day’s news from the storm- 
swept coast region. In Savannah, in At- 
lanta, throughout the entire country, the 
deepest interest was felt all day in the 
fate of the long-past due steamships. ‘They 
had been given up for lost; and just when 
everybody began to give up in despair, the 
Birmingham, with the Savannah’s people 
on board, reached her home. 

Today all eyes are on Port Royal and 
Beaufort. The news from those two towns 
and the country surrounding them is‘of the 
‘Most startling nature. All communication 
cut off. Enough is known, how- 
ever, to demonstrate the fact that the 
storm of 1893 is the most disastrous the 
south Atlantic coast has ever known. 


SAFE AND SOUND 


Are the Savannah’s Crew and Passengers. 
The Ship a Total Wreck. 

Savannah, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—

her as far up as possible. We signaled | 


repeatedly for assistance, but none came! 
although several tugs passed along, and 
finally I called for volunteers to make the 
perilous trip. to the lighthouse, six miles 
away, to get assistance. A crew of sail- 
ors started out and they probably made 
Beaufort. 

“It was Monday morning about 5 o’clock 
when I beached the Savannah, and in the 
afternoon the first and second ofticers fitted 
up a life raft and took nine women and 
children and several of the crew toward 
Helena. I think they landed safely. Dr. 
Lamar and his wife were in the party with 
their children. After the life raft left, the 
sea began to break the vessel and we all 
tock to the raging, from where we were re® 
cued by the Birmingham crew this morn- 
ing. If we had had to remain many hours 
longer in the rigging we would have been 
drowned. It was a welcome sight to me 
when I saw the signal light of the steam- 
ship line last night and knew the Birming- 
ham was coming out to our rescue.” 

Captain Savage had but two lights left 
when he burned his fateful signal, which 
Captain Berg sighed. He was the last man 
to leave the steamer. 


The story from the rescuer as told by a 
passenger is a follows: “Yesterday at 6 


o’clock p. m., a ship was sighted ashore 
in the breakers about six miles south of 
St. Helena ‘ighthouse, and her captain 
saw our ship and signaled. Captain 
Berg recognized the signal and exclaimed: 

“*God, that must be the Savannal”” 

“A boat was manned with First Officer 
Johnson and sent her. He came back and 
said it was the City of Savannah ashore in 
the breakers, three miles from shore going 
to pieces with passengers and crew in the 
rigging. They had been there since Sun- 
day night and it was impossible to attempt 
to rescue the unfortunates before daylight. 
The Birmingham was anchored and this 
morning boats in charge of First Officer: 
Johnson and Seeond Officer Hamilton reach- 
ed the ship and the rescue of those on board 
was effected with safety. The lady pas- 
sengers of the ill-fated craft, together with 
such others as her boat would hold, had 
been sent to shore the day before. Whether 
they reached Jand is not known as they had 
not been heard from at the time of the 
rescue. 

“It was a brave act to reach that ship 
with the breakers around and about her, 
but, of course, Johnson and Hamilton did 
this with their sturdy crews and brought 
from the Savannah the passengers and 
crew that were hanging about her threaten- 
ed with death and from whose breasts all 
hope had departed into life and safety. 

“The Birmingham was then headed home- 
ward. 

Insane from Grief. 

The experience of the Savannah’s pas- 
sengers was horrible and can never be 
told in fitting language. Rev. Mr. Hooper, 
one of the Savannah’s passengers, lost his 
mind. He sent his wife and daughter off 
the life craft and after they left his 
mind became unbalanced. It was a pitia- 


about the cabin Jaughing and crying by 
turns. ; 

Captain Savage’s bravery is spoken of in 
the most laudatory terms by the passen- 
gers of his wrecked vessel. They say 
they would have tossed themselves into the 
waves to end the agony had it not been 
for the bravery of the heroic master, who 
promised them a sure rescue. 

The Savannah is a total wreck. Her 
portside is entirely gone and most of her 
starboard side has washed away and noth- 
ing now remains for the’fury of the waves 
but the bull. 

The Story of the Passengers. 

Mr. John McDonald, of the marine 
hospital service in Boston, and Mr. George 
Darlow, of Boston, a bicycle manufacturer, 
two of the passengers on the ill-fated ship, 
came up to the Pulaski house tonight as | 
soon as the Birmingham landed at -her 
dock, They were seen by your correspond- | 
ent in their room and gave a detailed ae- 
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ship afloat. The engineer made a wooden 
plug for the steam pipe, but it took so long. 
‘to fiix it that almost all the steam had 
escaped from the boiler before he could 
stop it. Every wave that struck the ves- 
sel poured down these openings, struck the 
boiler and put out the fire. They realized 
the northeast sea was heaving the ship to 
the southward and that the wind was blow- 
ing her in to the shore. The engines were 
kept going,however, for some time after 
the smokestack bad been taken away, but 
there was not sufficient power left to keep 
her off shore. As soon as it was realized, 
shortly before 5 o'clock Sunday morning, 
that it was impossible to keep the vessel 
off of the shore all the sails available were 
hoisted for the purpose of driving her as 
far as possible upon the beach and getting 
those aboard of her as near out of danger 
as it was possible to do. The wind was 
blowing so hard that the whole atmosphere 


was filled with spray and none of the pas- | 


sengers could see where they were going or 
where they were going to land. 
Strack Kottom. 

Just about 5:15 o’clock Sunday morning 
the vessel struck bottom on the shoal to 
the northeast of St. Helena island, just 
three miles from St. Helena lighthouse. 
What they were to do then they did not 
know. They had struck bottom and yet 
they could see nothing vn all sides of them 
but water. It seemed as if they had 
reached shore or somewhere near it and 
still had to see the hull of the vessel go 
to pieces and they perhaps go down with it. 

When the vessel was driven upon shore 
a tremendous wave struck Captain Savage 
juts as he was leaving the pilot house, hurled 
him through his stateroom door and against 
the wall. He was badly bruised and Mr. 
McDonald thinke he will have to go to 
the hospital for sume days. 

“We ‘lay there all day Monday, with 
the heavy sea battering against us and not 
knowing when the ship would go to pieces 
and we be carried down into the sea. The 
ship stood the heavy gale for some time un- 
til it finally battered away almost every- 
thing on the starboard side. The vessel 
then gave way and tilted down on hep star- 
boad side at an angle of about 45 degrees, 
Every wave that then struck the vessel car- 
ried away some part of her on the star 
board side. 

No Food or Drink. 

They finally struck the pantry 
and the water tanks, which were in the 
stern of the boat. The pipes were broken, 
the water ran out and the stores and pro- 
visions were all washed away. Thus 
we were without water or provisions from 
Monday evening, when this occurred. The 
only feod we had after that time was such 
as could be obtained from the eargo 
of the vessel. .We found 
some few boxes of sardines, some raw tur- 
nips and carrots and some biscuits, which 
were so wet with salt water that every 
bite taken from one of them only increased 
our thirst, and there was no water there 
to satisfy us. Fortunately on Tuesday 
morning some one found a cask of miiieral 
water from somewhere in Maine d in 

“was brotight’ up at once and 
all hands stood around eagerly waiting 
their turn. There was just enough water 
in that cask for one good drink al] around, 
and after that was gone we had no water 
whatever until we were rescued by the 
Birmingham on Wednesday morning at 
7:30. 

“As long as the starboard side of the ves- 
se] remained we managed to get along all 
right, but when that washed away and the 
vessel went on her side, it was impossible 
to remain on the vessel except at low tide, 
when we could lie on the port side, which 
we were all weary enough to do at every 
opportunity. When the tide came. how- 
ever, and the heavy sea began to wash over 
the boat, we had to go up in the rigging and 
lash ourselves to the mast to prevent being 
washed away. We could only come down 
when the tide went out. At those times 
we came down and stretched ourselves on 
the port side of the vessel. This we kept

count of the terrible hardships of the pas- 
gsengers and crew. 

“We had a succession of storms,” said 
Mr. McDonald, “striking a southern gale 
from the start. In fact, the gales were 80 
heavy outside of Boston, just after leaving, 
that at supper that night only four of the 
passengers could come down. These gales 
continued during the entire voyage until 
Sunday morning about 11 o’clock when the 
Birmingham struck the cyclone itself.” 

Mr. McDonald said it seemed to him 
like a simeom. Most of the passengers 
who were aboard, as sick as they ever got 
to be, remained in their staterooms, while 
three or four of them were in the cabin. : 
The ship sailed along all right until be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock Sunday night when 
the waves dushed against the cabin on 
the starboard side with such terrific force 
as to break away the doors and shutters 
from their hinges. Then it was that the 
water began to pour through and everybody 
on board realized that they were in danger. 
All hands, passengers and crew—at least 
all of them who were able to help—began 
bailing out the water whith poured into 
the cabin on the starboard side in immense 
quantities. The hold of the vessel fortun- 
ately did not take any water at all until 
after the vessel had been thrown upon the 
shoals, but it was all the passengers and 
crew could do up to that time to keep it 
bailed out of the cabin. 

“Thus working and hoping that they could 
in some way save their lives, and perhaps, 
the ship, they kept this up until after mid- 
night. 

Smokestack Carried Away. 

On Sunday morning between 12 and 1 
o’clock, said Mr. MacDonald, a terrific 
wave struck the Savannah, carrying away 
her smokestack and steampipe, which were 
the Tidiler.

up for two nights and a day without water 
and with very httle food of any kind. 
Ladies and Children Sent Ashore. 

“Monday afternoon when most everything 
on the starboard side of the vessel had been 
washed away, it was decided to put the 
lady passengers and the children on board 
one of the life rafts and send them into 
shore with several of the seamen in charge. 
They went out of sight behind a big wave. 
The weather was so thick and we were be- 
ing thrown about so much that we could 
see nothing of fhem after that. Whether 
they reached land in safety we never knew 
until we reached the port and were inform- 
ed by some one here that they had ar- 
rived all right. 

‘Tuesday afternoon the Birmingham hove 
in sight and the Savannah gave the signal 
that she was a sister boat and that she 
was in distress. A boat was. 
lowered and came towards us 
but the sea was so heavy that she could 
not come any further than hailing distance. 
Those in the boat assured us that they would 
remain there and see that we were taken 
off in safety. The small life boat from 
the Birmingham came out to assure us that 
they would do all they could when the 
numerous tugs around refused to attempt 
the trip. The Birmingham remained there 
anchored about three miles off the shoal 
from us until the next morning, when the 
sea had quieted down and the life boats 
came over and took us on board. The 
first thing we asked for was water. Every 
one of those rescued were so thirsty that 
they were almost crazed. They drank 
and drank plentifully, too. Within a short 
time then everything was all right and we 
started for port. 

“The wreck was first sighted by the 
Birmingham just as dark was coming on 
last night. If it had been two or three 
hours later he might have passed by her. 
The wreck was recognized by Captain Berg 
as that of one of the line the Savannah 
belonged to. Soon afterwards signals of 
were fired and ng 
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sea was still running high. It was a five 
hours’ trip’ It was after 9 o'clock in 
the morning when they returned with their 
precious loads. The rescued were utterly 
exhausted. They needed drink and food 
and never were so eager for water before. 
The seecond trip consumed but three and 
a half hours. It was bout 1 o’clock when 
all were aboard wno had been found on 
the City of Savannah and the Birmingham

Excitement in Savannah. 

When it was learned that the Birming- 
ham, which had been forty hours overdue, 
twenty-four of which were the result of 
lier rescue of those on the Savannah, was 
jn sight, the excitement in the city was 
tremendous. Everybody had given up both 
steamers for lost. By 6 o’clock men, women 
and children had begun to gather. on the 
Exchange and other wharves. As te no- 
‘ble steamer bearing the flag of her ill- 
fated sister, as well as her own, came 

owly up the river, great cheering brake 
=. from every wharf. Answering cheers 
came back from those on the steamer and 
Hankerchiefs and hats were wildly waved. 
As the Exchange dock was passed the cheer 
ing was of indescribable joy. The tension 
that had been on the minds of thousands 
found relief in one tumultuous cry of wel- 
some. Tears coursed down the cheeks of 
hundreds of men who gulped down sobs. 
The great pennant of the City of Savannah 
brought the glad tidings that her passengers 
were on the City of Birmingham. As the 
Birmingham proceeded up the river hun- 
dreds made their way to the wharf to 
give closer greeting to their friends. The 
wharf was crowded, cheers broke out 
again and again and many tried to climb 
up the ship’s sMes. As the passengers came 
down the gang plank friends and relatives 
greeted them from all sides. Husbands and 
wives, parents and children rushed into 
each others arms. Never has a more touch- 
ing spectacle been seen in Savannah.

Passengers Lost Everything. 

The wrecked passengers of the Savannah 
lost everything, some being even withuut hats 
and coats. They were provided for by the 
Ocean Steamship Company. 

The City of Savannah was the oldest ship 
of the Ocean steamship fleet. She was buiit 
in Chester, Pa., in 1877, by John Roach & 
Son. She was of 2,029 gross tons and 1,358 
net. Her engines were compound and were 
built in 1877. She carried forty-six officers 
and men. The steamer is a total loss. No 
information yet about the cargo. 


More Fatalities at Savannah. 

The following further fatalities were re- 
ported today: 

W. J. Miller, drowned on Hutchinson is- 
land. 

Dr. William Duncan and C. M: Cunningham, 
who went out on a fishing excursion and who 
have not been seen or heard from since. 

An unknown colored woman picked up in 
the river this morning lashed to a spar. 

Captain Rogerson, of the tug Paulsen, 
brought news to the city this afternoon of the 
arrival in Tybee roads of the Norwegian bark 
Media, from Belize, to Hull, with logwood, 
with the crew of the American ship Mattie 
Murphy. There are eighteen men who were 
taken from the wreck in the gulf stream. 

Rice Planters Suffer. 

The rice planters are the heaviest sufferers 
from Sunday’s storm in this vicinity. The loss 
to the planters of the Savannah, Ogeechee, 
Altamaha and Satill& rivers by the storm is 
not less than $400,000, and in all probability 
will greatly exceed that amount. This is 
based ypon an estimate that the damage to 
the crops is fully © per cent. Nobody was 
fownd yesterday acqgainted with the subject 
who placed a lower estimate upon the loss than 
50 per cent, and the majority of those inter- 
ested place the loss at 75 per cent and above. 
Some declare the crop to be 3 total loss and 
this is undoubtedly the ¢ase un some planta- 
tions. While it is absolutely certain that the 
loss is very great, very little information in 
detail could be obtained. Most of the plan- 
ters were out at their plantations yesterday 
endeavoring to get an idea of their losses. 
The waters had only partially sub-idcd, and 
it was impossible to make an accurate esti- 
mate of » damage. Most of the estimates 
are base® upon the conditions which are 
known. All the rice which wes cvtt and stack- 
ed in the fields was swept away. ‘the planters 
had been cutting about a week ond there 
was a considerable quantity of grain stacked 
in the fields. 

As to Cotton. 

No possible estimate can ,’et be "aade cf the 
damage to the cotton ‘sop. Yery few reperts 
have been received from the planters and if 
the loss is as general in the entire section 
traversed by the storm 18 it has been with 
them, cotton men here say the damage cannot 
be less than $300,000 to $400,000. The cotton 
men did not snffer so heavily «s the rice 
planters, as their rice is all down in the low- 
Jands and along the river, where it got the 
full benefit of the entire ttorm, but in the 
cotton fields, within the area cf the storm, the 
plant was entirely torn up by the roots, and 
in other places bolls and vpening cotton 
were blown off.

miles away. To those who have sailed the sea the fact will be significant that at the 
passing of the storm center the barometer at Savannah fell to 28.3 inches. At Atlanta 
at the game moment the pressure was 29.7, showtng a gtadient of one inch in 151 
miles.

WHERE IT STRUCK HARDEST. 


The State of Affairs at Port Royal Worse 
Than Reported. 

Augusta, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—News 
from the storm-swept district of Port Royal 
and Beaufort is still very meager. No tele- 
graphic communication with those places yet, 
the only news obtainable being by mail. Pas- 
sengers on the late train state that seventy 
dead and swollen bodies were taken from 
the Coosaw river. Not one-half of the hor- 
rors of the storm has yet been told, as mes- 
sengers from the surrounding section are ar- 
riving hourly bringing news of deaths and 
terrible havoc caused by Sunday night’s gale. 

The result of today’s work of the relief 
party puts the number of missing at over 100, 
but, owing to the poor means of communica- 
tion, the correct lists of the dead cannot be 
obtained. In several places along the Coosaw 
river were found eight or ten bodies lying on 
the bank close together. Graves were hastily 
dug near the places of the discovery of the 
bodies and without ceremony the storm vic- 
tims were placed beneath the earth. Many 
of the dead were so far advanced in putrifac- 
tion that the sight was shocking and revolt- 
ing. The suffering in some localities among 
the negroes is reported as being dstressing, 
in some cases there being only one or two 
left out of whole families of ten or fifteen. 
To the extent of their ability the people of 
Beafort and Port Royal are rendering all the 
assistance in their power to aid the stricken 
families who lost all in the flood of wind and 
water. Provsisions and clothing are being 
liberally distributed to those most needy. 

No news of a definite character has been re- 
ceived from St. Helena and other surround- 
ing islands. These islands for the most part 
are thickly populated. It is known. however. 
that Beaufort is wrecked, and on the sea is- 
lands the loss of 
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town is practically demolished, 
that the number of fatalities is very great and 
that the people are in dire distress. 

Mr. Averill was unable to state the exact 
number of lives lost, but without overestt- 
mating, he says he is certain it will number 
100 unfortunates killed and drowned. He 
saw himself thirty-two dead bodies. Nearly 
all the drowned were negroes. So far as re 
ported when Mr. Averill came away, only 
six white persons had lost their lives. 

A passenger train of the Port Royal and Au- 
gusta road arrivedat 9o’clock tonight. The 
train only came from Coosaw, fourteen miles 
from Port Royal, which is the nearest station 
to the coast’that can be reached, as the tracks 
and trestles beyond there have been washed 
away. From Coosaw a boat has to be taken 
to Port Royal. Yesterday's news of devasta- 
tion of property and loss of lives is confirmed. 
At Coosaw today seventy bodies were buried 
all negroes except ten. The destruction of 
houses, wrecks of steamers and pilot boats 
and demolition of docks was more damaging 
than first reported. There is not enough 
supplies in Beaufort and Port Royal to last 
two days longer an@ there are fears of great 
suffering for want of food. Many families 
are homeless,@ut the distress ig nothing com- 
pared with the grief of mothers 
fathers, sisters and brothers over the loss of 
some beloved member of their family whe 
were drowned and their bodies washed out to 
sea. There is not a building in the two 
towns that was not damaged in some way by 
the cyclone and tidal wave: all houses were 
flooded and many entirely submerged. The 
loss by the storm ig increasing. 

The search for the dead and missing is 
still being prosecuted and bodies are being 
fast recovered and buried as seon as found. 
The horror of the scene was made even 
worse today By a heavy, incessant rain, which 


added gloom to the sorrow of the stricken 
town.

Graphic Pescription of the Situation in the 
Palmetto State.

Dire disaster dawns 
more and more upon the people as each day 
passes, amd they have come to look about 
them and behold the ruin that has been 
wrought by the raging winds and surging

damage to crops, destroying them totally 
in many places. __ 
The phosphate interests near Beaufort 
are reported wiped out: In addition to 
the reports of numerous deaths between 


there and Port Royal, it was learned m _ 


a gentleman who arrived here from Charies- 

ton today that the storm had literally wiped 
out the river phosphate mining interests 

at Beaufort. He said that there was not 

4 screw or dredke left of any of the mining 

companies around Beaufort. They were 
all either sunk or wrecked. If this be true 
it will prove the heaviest loss that has yet 
been reported anywhere in this state. 

The Situation in Charleston. 

Charleston, which caught the full fury of 
the hurricane, and where the ruin and 
damages are said by passengers therefrom 
to be much greater than has been reported, 
is still cut off from telegraphic communi- 
cation with the rest of the world. A train 
that arrived from there this evening brought 
much additional information. The whole 
tity, as is characteristic of Charleston, has 
turned out to assist im the work of clearing 
up the wreckage. Last night all the work 
on The News and Courier was déne en- 
tirely by candle light. Tallow dips and 
oil lamps are still the order all over the 
city. 

The railroads leading into Charleston 
suffered great loss. The estimate placed 
upon the losses of the North Eastern road 
by the officials was $10,000, but the wreck- 
ed condition of the property suggests that 
this is a low estimate. The company’s 
vegetable station and extensive cotton plat- 
forms were swept completely out of sight. 
The destruction of property on the South 
Carolina road extends from the general 
offices in Ann street out to Summerville, 
twenty-three miles. The big freight depot 
was fairly stripped of its roof. 

The tin on the roofs of fity cars which 
were on side tracks was literally torn into 
shreds. The tive hundred foot repair shed 
at the Line street station is a total wreck. 
Kighteen box cars standing thereunder 
Were wrecked. At least eighteen cars 
were blown from the track. One of the 
cars was hrown thirty-fve feet. The big 
warehouses of the company are badly dam- 
aged. Fifteen cars near by were badly 
injured. 

The damage done to the Charleston and 
Savannah road is very severe. Near Ran- 
towles, eight hundred feet of track has 
floated totally away. Two small trestles 
are yawning chasms. In many places the 
track was two feet under water. Meyers 
trestle is swept out of existence. All of 
the company’s property at Young's island is 
a total loss, including one hundred feet of 
trestle at Megegetts. 

Jt is gratifying to know that many 
Charlestonians had the great fortune to 
take out cyclone insurance before the tor- 
nado. While the daniage is about one and 
a half million dollars, the cyclone insurance 
will foot up nearly ‘one million dollars, The 
Charleston Bridge Company has $25,000 
the Ferry Company $12,000, the Wando 
Phosphate Company $26,000, East Shore 
Terminal $12,000. 

Clyde Line Ships. 

Great anxiety has been manifested over 
the whereabouts of the Clyde line steam- 
ers. The Algonquin, the Yemassee, the 
Cherokee and the Seminole were all over 
due at their respective places. The Semi- 
nole and the Yemassee should have been in 
Charleston, one bound for New Orleans 
and the other for Jacksonville, but neither 
has been heard from. About midnight last 
night it owas ascertained that’ the 
Algonquin had arrived at New 
York Sunday. It is more 
than probable that one or more of the other 
three vessels has encountered the hurricane 
somewhere on the coast. 

The light ship at Rattlesnake shoals is 
a complete wreck. The crew is safe on 
Long island with abundance of food. 

The lighthouse tender, Pharos, which was 
caught off Cape Carnaveral, arrived yester- 
day without a sign of damage, though she 
paesed through her most terrible experience. 

The captain and crew of the fishing smack, 
Victoria, when off Stono inlet, noticed a 
ship drifting about. On boarding her it 
was found that she had been abandoned. 
She is the British ship Astoria laden with 
lumber. There is nothing known of the 
whereabouts of the captain or crew. She 
Was taken in tow by the tug Hercules and 
conveyed to Charleston bar. The Astoria 
is reported to have sailed from Pensacola 
for Queenstown. Her net registered ton- 
nage is 1,395 pounds, and she hails from 
London. 

Some of the Wrecks. 

The schooner Morris W. Child was towed 
to quarantine in Charleston last night. She 
is from Brunswick and has lumber on 
board. Her jib boom and port sails are 
gone. About 80,000 feet of luwber was 
thrown overboard. Captain Haskell  re- 
ports that they passed six men floating with 
life preservers on them. They barely had 
life in them and were surrounded by a lot 
of wreckage. It was impossible to rescue 
them on account of the high running sea 
and the disabled condition of the schooner. 
Several vessels were passed disabled. 

The Morris W. Childs has on board the 
Captain and crew of the schooner, Harold G. 
Beecher, which was abandoned at sea. The 
Beecher left Brunswick for New Haven 
loaded with lumber on the 22d instant. 
The Morris W. Childs will be kept in quar- 
antine as long as is requisite. 

The steamer Lorena, which was lying at 
Chisolm’s mills, is not a total wreck, as was 
reported. Her hull and machinery are in 
tact. The only damage she sustained 
was to her cabin and guards, which were 
stove in. 3 

The Norwegian bark, Skudesnals, from the 
West Indies, laden with logwood, was towel 
to quarantine last evening.

The Bombardment of Sumter. 

Sunday night's cyclone did quicker work 
than the federal batteries in the famous 
siege of Fort Sumter. The eight people 
who were on Fort Sumter Sunday passed 
through a trying ordeal.

A gentleman who lives on Mount Pleas- 
ant yesterday reported an incident which 
in all probability involved two deaths. The 
A. H. Dupre had come up almost within 
hailing distance of the town. Instead of 
trying to land or attempting to drive before 
the storm, the boat had cast off her anchor 
and had tried to weather out the hurti- 
cane. ‘Two men were seen on her, one 
white and the other colored. When last 
seen they were out in the brunt of the tor- 
nado. When the lull came the boat was 
found on the beach but nothing has been 
heard or seen of her crew. The names of 
the men are unknown here, but the citizens 
of Mount Pleasant fear that both of them 
were drowned. 

Another death which should rightly be 
a@italogued by those occasioned by the 
cyclone was that of. a negro named Ben 
Ore. He was blown from the roof of a 
house and fell with great violence to the 
sidewalk. When picked up he was in a 
badly mangled condition, and subsequently 
died rom his injuries. 

One of the most conspicuous damages in 
Charleston is the destruction of shade 
trees. Groves of the majestic magnolia 
grandiflora and the graceful umbrella trees 
are uprooted. The destruction of shade 
trees in the magnificent groves of cedar, 
oak and pine in the arsenal grounds is very 
pitiable. The damage done to the publie 
buildings is very slight. The courthouse 
is uninjured. ‘The injury to the city hall 
is small. The new postoffice in process of 
erection is not materially hurt. 

Sereral stories are told of the rescue of 
persons in various parts of the city, after 
they had been up to their necks in wa- 
ter.

The third day after the abatement 
of the disastrous rain and wind storm 
finds Charleston completely cut off from 
the outside world. Since early on Monday 
morning large squads of experienced line- 
men liave been working night and day 10 
what seems to be an almost Vain attempt 
to restore communication with her nearest 
neighbors. So far they have been unsuc- 
cessful. 

The outlook, however, is somewhat more 
hopeful. At the Western Union Company's 
office it is said that their repairers are 
setting new poles and patching wires as 
rapidly as possible, and are doing all that 
can be expected of them, considering the 
enormous extent of the damage done by 
te storm. It 16 said that near Briceville 
nearly every pole was down for a stretch 
of nearly forty miles. The telegraph folks 
at present are receiving business subject 
to delay only. 

The business is sent to Augusta by a 
special messenger by train. It is there 
turned over to the Western Union Company 
and sent to its destination. Messages for 
Charleston and vicinity are handled in the 
same manner, being received at Augusta 
by wire and sent to Charleston by train for 
distr®ution, This style of communication 
with other cities will be carried on until 
the wires are in working order. ,;

YELLOW FEVER AT PORT TAMPA. 


A Clerk Employed on the Docks Attacked 
with the Disease. 

Washington, August 30.—Surgeon General 
Wyman, of the marine hospital service, to- 
day received a telegram from James Y. 
Porter, state health officer at Port Tampa, 
Fla., stating that there was one case of yel- 
low fever there in the person of a clerk em- 
ployed on the docks, ft being developed ten 
days after possible exposure to the disease. 
Surgeon Murray, at the same piace, in a 
telegram to Dr. Wyman says that the origin 
of the case referred to in Porter’s message 
had not yet been decided. Also there were 
about 150 ships in quarantine. Dr. Wyman 
today sent a telegram to Dr. Murray direct- 
ing him to remain at Port Tampa as in- 
spector and assist Health Officer Porter, who 
made such a request. 

Dr, Murray is authorized to employ guards 
and food for those detained in quarantine. 
Also to wire full particulars of the origin of 
the case of yellow fever as soon as it can be 
ascertained. 

Dr. W. F. Brunner, at Savannah, Ga., has 
wired the surgeon general that the schooner 
Beatrice McLean, en rounte to Sapello quar- 
antine, was washed ashore at St. Catherine 
island and wrecked. 

The storm had ruined the state quarantine 
station. On this information the revenue 
cutter Boutwell, at Savannah, has been 
ordered to St. Catherine island, which is but 
a short distance from the marine hospital 
quarantine station on Blackbeard island and 
under the direction of the marine hospital 
officer in charge, passed Assistant Surgeon 
Wasdin, to remove the crew and passengers 
of the wrecked schooner to the quarantine 
station, using the small boats of the schooner 
for this purpose. 

Regarding the vessels washed? ashore at 
Savannah during the storm, Dr. Wyman said 
he did not believe that there was any danger 
of disease from them, but that a thorough in- 
spection would be instituted by Dr. Brunner, 
in charge at Savannah. The state quaran- 
tine, he said. inspected all vessels that were 
suspected of having any cases of contagious 
disease aboard, and if any are found they cans» 
be sent to the marine hospital quarantine 
near by, so there will be no greater danger 
from contagion now that the state quarantine 
has been wrecked. 


NEED HELP BADLY. 


That Ye the Situation in Brunswick—Fever 
Seems to Ke Stamped Oat. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—The 
fever scare is about over. Today’s bulletin, 
from the health board, says: 

“At the meeting of the board of health 
held this day, all practicing physicians re- 
port no new cases of any kind of suspicious 
fever since the iast meeting, and furthermore, 
that none have occurred since the Cox case, 
which is now entirely recovered. The said 
case was reported seven days ago. The city 
and government physicians are encouraged to 
believe that the troubie is over.’’ 

Ali danger of an epidemic has about passed, 
and citizens are beginning to return. Pro- 
visions are being distributed judiciously, but 
the supply on hand will not last long. 

Mayor Lamb has wired Congressman Tur- 
her to urge the government to send aid 
quickly. 


Welcome as Clarkesville. 
Clarkesville, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
Mayor. Edwards wishes to say to the refu- 
gees from yellow fever points that the gates 
of Clarkesville are open to them and, they 
will be welcomed here, where they are safe 
from all descriptions of fever.

The newspapers demand that the 
city waterworks at Strau, on the Spree, be 
closed, as they are generally believed to be 
infected.

Major Campbell Brown, a Tennessee 
Millionaire, Commits Suicide. 


HE WAS FOUND IN AN OLD FIELD 


Mental Troubles the Cause of His Act, 
He Was the Wealthiest Stock 
Breeder in the State.

Nashville, Tenon., August 30.—(Special.)— 
Major Campbell Brown, probably the wealth- 
lest live stock breeder in Tennessee, com- 
mitted suicide at Grand Rapids, Mich., today. 
by shooting himself through the head with a 
32-caliber revolver. 

Major Brown has suffered from mental 
troubles for five years and treatment has 
been without permanent benefit. He went 
to Grand Rapids two months ago His 
friends have long feared suicide, as his fath- 
er ended his own life, and have watched 
him closely. His recent depression was 
caused by losses through bank failures. He 
slipped out of his hotel early this morning 
and this afternoon hig body was found cold 
and stiff in a field several miles from Grand 
Rapids. 
Major Brown was the owner of Ewell 
farm, thirty-five miles south of Nashville, 
which extended over 3,000 acres. He has 
had nineteen sales of pacers and trotters, 
and horses of his breeding are scattered all 
over the union. At the time of his death he 
owned Brown Hal and Tennessee Wilkes, 
and he bred among others the famous Storm. 
He was also a breeder of the finest Jersey 
cattle. He leaves an estate valued at over 
@ million dollars, and a large family. 


THEY STRUCK THE JAILER, 


But They Were Back in Jail Within Half an 
Hour. 

Americus, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
Three prisoners in Sumter ccurty jail made 
their escape this morning by knocking Jailer 
McArthur on the head with the iron leg of 4 
cot. They got the keys from his person and 
opened the door and fled. The Jailer’s head 
was crushed, and he may die. The police 
trailed the prisoners with biood hounds, 
caught them under the Methodist church, a 
few blocks from the ‘all, aad hid them back 
in jail inside of half an Lour.

They felt no 
bad effects, however, until 8 o’clock p. m., 
when all were seized with very violent spells 
of vomiting and retching of the stomach, 
followed by very high fevers.

DAMAGE SUIT FILED 


dent of Streets Has Yet Been Elect- 
ed—Other Items of Interest 


Macon, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—Mr, 
Walter T. Johnson, proprietor of the Mer- 
chants’ bank, returned this morning from 
Nashville where he went last Saturday to 
guperintend the printing of the certificates 
to be issued by the banks of Macon as a 
temporary substitute for money during the 
present financial stringency. Mr. John- 
gon had the certificates duly printed and 
brought them back with him. The certifi- 
cates are printed on excellent paper and 
jp a neat, attractive manner. They are 


jp denominations of $1, $5, $10 and $20. 


It has not been decided how many of these 
certificates will be issued. It will depend 
enterely upon the stringency of money mat- 
ters. They will go like hot cakes. A well- 
known bank could have disposed of $20,000 
of them very readily this morning, It may 
not be necessary to circulate very many of 
them if money matters become easy very, 
soon, and the indications are they are not 
quite so tight as they were a few days ago, 
and better times are near at hand. 
The following is the form of the cer- 
tificates. su 
On the margin of the certificates are the 
words: “Certificate of Deposit.” 
On the reverse side of. the certificate is 
the following:

At a recent meeting of the Macon clearing 
house the above named gentlemen, towit: 
President R. H. Plant, of the First Na- 
tional bank; Cashier J. W. Cabaniss, of 
the Exchange bank and President H. T. 
Powell, of the Macon Savings bank, were 
appointed trustees for the certificates. 
When a bank desires to issue a given sum 
of certificates, they are given to the bank 
by the trustees and the bank deposits 
with the trustees good security to be ap- 
proved and accepted by the trustees, to the 
amount of 50 per cent in excess of the 
face value of the certificates.

It required much care and study to get up 
the proper form of the certificate, but the 
committee to whom was delegated this re- 
sponsible duty have suceessfully accom- 
jished their work. The committee was 
composed of Messrs. R. H. Plant.

Cabaniss and Vice President J. D. Stet- 
son, of the American National bank. It 
will, perhaps, be a day or two before the 
certificates are put in eirculation for the 
cashier of each bank that issues certificates 
will have to sign them, and all the certifi- 
cates issued will also have ‘to be signed 
by the trustees.

They Pasa Resolutions Upon Matters of Im- 
portance to Their Profession. 

Hamflion, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—T 
send some resolutions adopted by the teachers 
of Harris county at their recent annual in- 
stitute, with reouest that the same be pub- 
iished in your. paper. The institute was 
fully attended and much enthusiasm fwas 
neanifested and I think. the cause of educa- 
tion ‘will be fostered and built up in this 
county. Professor W. B. Merritt, Jr., of 
Coiuinybus, Ga., was our expert, and tthe sub- 
jects for study and discussion twere handled 
with masteriy ease and grace. The following 
are the resolutions adopted: 

“Whereas, The teachers of Georgia are 
made to endure great hardships and suffer 
great inconvenience through the unjust mode 
of payment for services rendered under the 
resent law of Georgia, ‘we, the teachers of 
farris county, at the annual session of the 
teachers’ institute, do offer the following: 

“Resolved 1, That the teachers of public 
schoois in the state of Georgta by the fact 
of their holding a license from the state and 
being required to teaca as the aw directs, 
are pubiic officers or servants of the state and 
should, therefore, be paid as other - pubiic 
officers of the state. 

“Resolved 2. That we submit our claims 
to the general assembly of Georgia for quar- 
teriy payment, and respectfully ask that 
some plan be devised by which the teachers 
of Georgia be paid the amounts due them by 
the state at least once a quarter. 

“Resolved 3. That white and colored 
stitutes be heid at different times. 

“Resolved 4. That the monthly institutes 
be abolished and the five days combined with 
the annual session, making ten days or more, 
to be ‘heid consecutively and at a time that 
Wiil not interfere with the schools while in 
session.

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The Published Story About the Re- 
moval of Young Harris 


TO THE HOUSE WHERE BRANHAM DIED 


It Was Not Against His Protest, but in Re- 
spect to His Wishes—Surgeon Car- 
ter Talks About the Matter. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
To the astonishment of those acquainted 
with the facts, a writer in The Constitution 
of Sunday last charges the surgeons in 
charge of Brunswick with having moved 
young Harris against his bitter protests 
and heartrending struggles to the house 
where Surgeon Branham died and recites 
in harrowing details the imaginary strug- 
gles of the unfortunate young man against 
his removal. : 

The facts of the case, as related by Sur- 
geon Carter, are best told in his own words. 
He said: 

“On young Harris 
was removed Iwas informed _ that 
he himself requested it and, further- 
more, I was given to understand that his 
physician, Dr. Hugh Bonford, had recom- 
mended it. I visited the patient’s room 
and found that he was the only person 
living there at the time and that, under 
the circumstances then existing, with the 
probabilities of an epidemic staring us in the 
face unless we removed the causes, I con- 
sented to his removal. I could not, neither 
could any of the nurses, go-to him and 
give him the attention he needed and it was 
fer the good of the city and for Harris’s 
own sake and, as I understand, by request 


the morning 


of his attending physician and his own re- 


quest that he was removed.” 

That Drs. Hutton, Carter and Ginteras 
are doing what they think best it would be 
unfair to quesiion, and those who know the 
men do not endorse the severe criticism that 
is being heaped upon them. To one not 
acquainted with the methods of treating 
disease and the heroic means that must be 
taken to stamp it out much that the physi- 
cians and surgeons have done appears to 
be mere humbuggery, but when one takes 
time to reason and investigate the impres- 
sion is left that they are doing the best 
that could be done and deserve, instead of 
harsh criticism, the most lavish praise that 
can be given them. Drs. Hutton and 
Carter are doing all they can to relieve 
Brunswick's distress; and by accident your 
correspondent learned that it was Dr. Hut- 
ton’s suggestion to Surgeon General Wy- 
man that the government give $1,000 per 
day out of the relief fund that first brought 
the surgeon gencral’s attention to the dis- 
tress here. Dr. Hutton urged this amount 
before a public appeal was made, but the 
modesty of the map prevented it being 
generally known. , 

Some of the tales told on Brunswickians 
and their dead of being found sick and 
moved to the pest house are rich and some 
are pathetic. One of the best is told on 
Secretary H. V. Wood, of the health board, 
a devout church member and local scientist 
of note. He was afflicted with a severe head- 
ache several days ago and retired to his 
room. While there his servant spread the 
report that Mr. Wood had the fever. Post 
haste the doctors went to his home and Mr. 
Wood espied their coming. 
he sprang, grabbed his clothes, rushed intd 
them and walked out of his door whistling 
“After the Ball Is Over.” The doctors 
turned back on sight of his cheering counte- 
ance and now Mr. Wood has no more 
headaches. He don’t think they are safe 
to fool with. Old-time darkies who for 
years have worn red bandanas on their 
heads jump behind trees when they see 
the doctors coming and quickly uncover 
their heads for fear they will be taken for 
sick persons. Young men who were used 
to making nights merry now go to bed before 
sundown for fear a stray microbe will 
catch them when the dew begins to fall 
for the old-time belief that yellow fever is 
not contagious while the dew is off the 
ground still holds good in this section. 

Mayor Lamb’s strong talk to the able 
bodied negro men who are crowding around 
relief headquarters brought them to their 
senses, but their protests and curses. are 
long and deep. Mayor Lamb told them 
that relief would be cheerfully given the de- 
serving poor, but those who could labor 
would be given work on sanitation and 
paid 25 cents per day in cash with provis- 
ions for themselves and families. There 
were many men in the crowd who had quit 
good paying positions under the belief that 
food would be given them free, but they 
left the mayor’s office with many scowls 
when they learned the truth of the situ- 
ation. Since the first day the street cor- 
ners have been crowded with discontented 
and peace disturbing negroes, but unless they 
heed Mayor Lamb’s proclamation and either 
get to work or leave the city there are 
yet enough men here to face them in a 
general cleaning out of the entire gang. The 
whites of Brunswick now are very few, 
but, as Mayor Lamb expresses it, “If we 
can’t work them or get rid of their discon- 
tented leaders we will run them out by 
means that have always heretofore proved 
successful whenever applied.”” The negroes 
are flocking to Brunswick from all around 
the surrounding country and if they give 
much trouble yellow jack will be nowhere 
as a means of dispersing them. 

The general outlook here is favorable 
and while several weeks must elapse before 
frost, an epidemic at this late day is not 
expected. 

A depositor can put all the money he 
desires in Brunswick’s banks now, but un- 
der a new rule they have assumed no one 
can draw out over $20 per day of their de 
posits. This seems hard on the depositors, 
but it must go for the present and until 
the yellow fever scare is over. 

The public schools will open in October 
at the usual time and Superintendent Bran- 
ham will be on hand to conduct them safe- 
ly through another year.

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A Word to the Senate. 


The friends of free coinage—the dem- 
ocrats who believe that the existence of 
their party depends on the redemption 
of its solemn pledges—have made = sey- 
eral tactical mistakes in the house. They 
have been placed in the position of giv- 
ing a quasi support to the Sherman law, 
and they have enabled: democrats who 
are secretly opposed to their party plat- 
form to use that vicious measure as a 
shield and a screen. Under cover of 
the Sherman law patronage has been 
more powerful than party obligations. 

Why should the democrats of the sen- 
ate repeat the mistakes that have been 
made in the house? What is to be gained 
by it? What advantage wilt there be 
in a stubborn resistance to repeal in the 
senate? Nothing but confusion can grow 
out of any compromise that is possible 
at this time. 

The democrats should bear in mind 
that the Sherman law has already been 
repealed by those chosen to administer 
it. Nothing but the letter of the law 
remains on the statute book. The spir- 
it of it evaporated under the Harrison 
poli¢y which is still in operation. The 
Sherman law exists only in name, and 
its name is suggestive of everything that 
is mean and: mendacious in modern re- 
publicanism. The law has been prac- 
tically repealed ever since Charles Fos- 
ter announced to a parcel of banqueting 
New York bankers that the notes issued 
under that law would be redeemable in 
gold. 

There is another and a more impor- 
tant fact that democrats should bear in 
mind—namely: ‘That the moment the 
Harrison policy of redeeming the silver 
notes in gold was put in operation, sil- 
ver was demonetized, and the Sherman 
law ceased to be of any effect what- 
ever. The Harrison policy established 
gold monometallism, and in response 
thereto we have had the tremendous 
shrinkage of values and fall in prices | 
that have taken place during the past 
year. 

There have been many explanations 
of the so-called panic, but none of them 
has any sound basis in reason except the 
one we have advanced. A few days 
after the Cordage trust collapsed we 
printed in these columns an editorial 
statement to the effect that that was 
but the beginning of a shrinkage in yal- 
ues responsive to the Harrison policy 
of administering the Sherman law; that 
that policy had as effectually demone- 
tized silver as a money standard as the 
law of 1873; and that the country might 
expect a period of financial stringency 
and depression as the result of that 
policy. We pointed out that if there 
had been any tendency toward a silver 
basis, or°any fear of such a tendency, 
there would be an expansion of values 
rather than a shrinkage, and a rise in 
prices instead of a fall. 

We should have preferred to see the 
financial pledge of the democratic party 
earried out concurrently with the repeal 
of the Sherman law, but this is impossi- 
ble. The eastern interests have set their 
faces against this programme. They 
say, therefore, that there is nothing— 
there never has been anything—in the 
Sherman law for the people. There is 
nothing for the people in any compro- 
mise the senate might be able to enforce 
after a protracted struggle. It is better 
for all interests—it is better for the peo- 
ple—it is better for the party—that this 
' law with its attendant confusion and en- 
tanglements be blotted from the statute 
books. When that is accomplished, the 
real contest will begin, and it will be free 
from all uncertainty as to its object. 
Then there will have to be a showing of 
hands, and democrats will be unable to 
shirk their obligations or to evade their 
responsibilities. They will have nothing 
to hide behind. Those who have been 
hiding in the shadow of the Sherman 
law will have to come out from cover 
and either stand on the democratic plat- 
form or repudiate it. 

Let the senate repeal the Sherman 
law at once and wash its hands of that 
odious measure which has enabled the 
enemies of the people to place the coun- 
try under the disastrous tyranny of gold 
monometallism. It is true that its re. 
peal will put in operation the single 
gold standard. The silver dollar will 
cease to be money, and will become an 
evidence of debt, as the paper currency 
now is. But that has already been ac- 
complished by the Harrison policy of 
administering the law. The country

_A Plea for State Banks, 

The New Orleans States is a vigorous 
champion of state banks. : 

Our”: Contemporary ~) speaks, within 
bounds when it says that the state banks 
of Louisiana, New York, Massachusetts, 
Indiana, South Carolina, Georgia and a 
number of other states. stood just as 
high before the war as the national 
banks of today, and not one of them 
repudiated its obligations even in time 
of war. No sounder banks were ever 

incorporated. ‘Their notes were se- 
cured by gold and silver and state bonds 
and were at par. ‘The managers under- 
stood the needs and the solvency of the 
people around them, and no planter or 
merchant with unencumbered property 
ever failed to obtain at reasonable in- 
terest the money he needed. The notes 
of the state banks went out to the plant- 
ers and merchants when they were need- 
ed for business and the crops, and re- 
turned in due time to the banks. The 
business and industrial interests of the 
south, far greater then than now, were 
built up and carried on by this: financial 
System. The States goes on to say: 

The repeal of the federal tax on state 
bank issues ought to be insisted on by every 
democrat, if for no other reason than that itt 
is a gross and unconstitutional abuse of the 
taxing power; and it sbould be advocated 
by every farmer and merchant, for the sim- 
ple reason that the state banks can, far bet- 
ter than either the federal treasury or na- 
tional banks, furnish tne different sections 
of the country with an elastic curfency, 
expanding whenever the demand arises for 
money and contracting when there is not 
so.much necessity for it. In the present 
financial gtress it is quite reasonable to as- 
sume that if we had state banks with a cir- 
culation based on Louisiana state and city 
bouds and gold and silver, such banks would 
be comparatively but stlightly affected by 
the disturbances of the federal treasury and 
the difficuities of the banks in New York, 
and could have largely counteracted the ef- 
fects of the crisis here and in our neighbor- 
ing gtates. This assumpticn is strengthen- 
ed by the fact that the action of the national 
banks of this city yesterday, in determining 
to issue certified certificates te enable the 
planters to gatuer their crops. By that action 
they assume, but imperfectly, the function of 
Stute banks. 

These are sound and unanswerable 
points in favor of the state banking sys- 
tem. The absolute necessity of having 
a local currency has forced every sec- 
tion of the country during the present de- 
pression to resort to the issue of corpora- 
tion checks, scrip and individual shinplas- 
ters. ‘These. substitutes are very help- 
ful, but their usefulness would be greatly 
increased if they took the shape of notes 
issued. by regularly chartered state 
banks. 

We have, in recent articles sufficiently 
emphasized the unconstitutionality of 
the present tax on state bank notes, and 
the positive recommendation of the Chi- 
cago platform in favor of repealing the 
tax speaks for itself. Another line of 
argument is equally strong. Unlike the 
national banks, our old state banks were 
not organized for the convenience of 
merchants and speculators alone. ‘They 
did not recognize the interests of the 
towns and ignore those of the country. 
Farmers who were solvent went to them 
and borrowed money without any trouble 
on real estate security. We need such a 
banking system now more than ever. 
The south and west are under the yoke 
of distant capitalists in the east. The 
currency of the country is congested in 
the east. We have in this section 
products worth at least $700,000,000 for 
the present year’s outcome, and yet the 
scarcity of currency interferes with the 
moving of our crops and the exchanges 
necessary as a matter of daily com- 
merece. Our producers have what their 
neighbors want, and the latter are per- 
fectly solvent, but the currency famine 
simply blocked business until our sub- 
stitutes for a local currency made things 
easier. 

State banks will strengthen and extend 
the influence of the states, and enable 
their citizens to enjoy a degree of finan- 
cial independence which can never come 


j to them under the national banking mo- 


nopoly which has enriched the east at the 
expense of the country at large. They 
will give us an expansive local currency 
that will not drift to the eastern centers 
and stay there. 


Now for the Tariff. 
Assuming that the senate will prompt- 
ly follow the house and repeal the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law, the 
next busipess in order is the revision of 
the tariff. 

The democrats have been thunted with 
their alleged inability to solve the prob- 
lem, and republican manufacturers have 
attempted to shape public opinion in 
their favor by shutting down their indus- 
tries and throwing 1,000,000 bands out of 
employment on the pretext that the 
dreaded revolutionary changes in the 
tariff have so deranged their business 
that they cannot afford to go on manu- 
manufacturing goods to be market- 
ed at a loss. These schemers say 
that they are utterly in the dark and do 
not know how to figure on the cost of 
their goods until the tariff question is 
settled. 

As it is a part of the republican pro- 
gramme, when the silver question is out 
of the way, to claim that our depression 
is due to the uncertainty regarding: the 
proposed reduction of customs duties, 
the democrats in cofigress should settle 
the matter without delay. 

The tariff pledge in our platform must 
be redeemed. The party has taken the 
position that protection is unconstitu- 
tional and that the tariff must be cut 
down to a revenue basis. The only 
thing to be done now is to go ahead 
and smash the last vestige of protection, 
wiping out the whole of the odious and 
oppressive system which has enriched 
a few favored classes at the expense of 
the masses. 

We may expect determined opposition. 
The protected republican manufacturers 
and their moneyed allies will make a 
show of shutting down their establish- 
ments and curtailing production, and 
they may combine together to bring on 
a panic as an object lesson, but the ad- 
ministration cannot pause in its work 
of tariff reform. After we get rid of 
protection, our industries will adjust 
themselves to new conditions, and fair 
‘trade and fair competition will reduce 
the price of manufactured products, and 
our agricultural classes will no longer 
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by lowering o istoms duties can be 
more than supplied by a graded tax on 
large incomes.- The threats of the re- 
publican manufacturers should not delay 
or modify our tariff programme in the 
least. We hold protection to be uncon- 
stitutional and we are pledged to reduce 
the tariff to a revenue basis. Now is 
the time to illustrate the courage of our 
convictions. 


General Gordon's Position. 


General Gordon’s speech, published in 
these columns yesterday, shows that his 
argument in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law was both 


suggestion that if the bimetallists were 
strong enough to place conditions on the 
act of repeal, they were strong enoug 
to secure bimetallism after repeal, and 
eloquent in the defense of the double 
standard. 

If we are to judge from his remarks 
General Gordon is not only ardently in 
favor of the restoration of silver to our 
currency a8 a money standard, but ready 
to defy the goldbugs and fight them in 
the last ditch. Mr. Voorhees stands on 
the same platform, and, in fact, every 
man who calls himself a democrat and 
whose interests are allied with those of 
the people, has made practically the 
same declaration. They all say that 
when the Sherman law is repealed and 
out of the way they will then be ready 
and anxious to go forward in the work 
of establishing bimetallism on the lines 
laid down in the democratic platform. 

We see no reason whatever to doubt 
the sincerity of those democrats who 
have thus placed themselves on record. 
They cannot afford either now or here- 
after to deceive the people in a matter of 
such vital importance. We believe, 
therefore, as we have said elsewhere, 
that the best policy to pursue 
at this juncture is the prompt 
repeal of the Sherman law _ by 
the senate, in order to give those who 
are so eager for bimetallism a chance to 
strike while the fron is hot. 

In one sense, General Gordon is right 
when he says that the repeal of the Sher- 
man law would not bring us to mono- 
metallism. That vicious law has been 
so administered that the country has al- 
ready arrived there, and is now experi- 
encing some of the results of the single 
gold standard. The repeal of the act 
would only confirm a fact that already 
exists. To that extent its repeal has 
already been discounted, and its effects 
are already to be seen. 

We see nothing to be gained by the 
real friends of free coinage by filibuster- 
ing against or opposing repeal in the 
senate, 

Let us come to the main issue without 
further delay. 


A Wonderful Discovery. 

The Mobile Register has received a 
letter from Mr. G. N. Croom, of Lavaca, 
Ark., which gives the outline of a re- 
markable discovery. 

Mr. Croom states that seventy years 
ago, when he was thirty-four years old, 
his attention was called to the process 
by which the ancients preserved the 
bodies of the dead.

But @ven how some people say that they 
don’t believe the living body can bé pre- 
served and human life prolonged. The rea- 
son that they @on’t believe in preserving 
the living body and prolonging human life 
is this: They are still going to milf as their 
fathers and grandfathers did, with corn in 
one end of the sack and a rock in the other. 
My efforts in preserving my bo@y and pro- 
longing my life have been crowned with suc- 
cess, and now, as far as I am concerned, the 
people may cry out from the hills and 
mountain tops that they don’t believe, but 
in all probability I may live long enough to 
hear the clods of earth fall over _their 
graves and the sound of tneir voices silenced 
in death.

evidently genuine, and it has written to 
its author for more definite information. 
It will be interesting to have a detailed 
account of the diet. medicines and habits 
of a man who at the age of one hundred 
and four can write such a letter as the 
one quoted from. 
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All Sorts of Predictions. 

It is generally admitted that we have 
passed through the worst period. of the

37 this year; Northwest 43, against only 
about 32 this year; Illinois Central 39, against 
only 18 this year; Lake Shore 45, against 
only about 30 this year, ~nd New York Cen- 
tral 30, against only about 19 this year. 
And that drop of 1884 immediately followed 
a heavy decline in the last months of 1883, 
while the present drop came on the heels 
of a period of rising or stationary prices. It 
is thus a fact, and one to be emphasized at 
this time, that stocks at least= were hit 
about as hard in 1884 as this summer, and 
yet, as we have said, recovery was immedi- 
ate, and by 1886 we had strikes for higher 
wages, brought on all over the country by the 
boom that had so suddenly followed. Thig:

WHAT MR. OGLESBY SAID, 


And How Others Stand as Between Bimetal- 
lism and Monometallism. 


The Constitution, in reproducing a brief in- 
terview with Mr. S. M. Inman from ‘The Jour- 
nal, of Tuesday, on the financial situation, 
concluded its editorial comments calling at- 
tention to the significance of Mr. Inman’s 
remarks as follows: 

“The sentiments expressed by Mr. Inman 
are sustained by Mr. J G. Oglesby, Dr. R. D. 
Spalding, Major M. C, Kiser and other prom- 
inent business men. It is thus demonstrated 
that those who stand most conspicuous among 
our commercial leaders are in strong sym- 
pathy with the will and desires of the people 
of the south.’’ 

The Journal of yesterday in endeavoring to 
wiggle from Mr. Oglesby’s statement says 
that The Constitution’s editorial reference, as 
above quoted, puts these gentlemen in the 
attitude of endorsing Mr., inman’s posifion, 
when, The Journal intimates, they really do 
no such thing. ‘To establish its posttion Thé@ 
Journal of yesterday only quoted ten lines of 
Mr. Oglesby's interview, in which he stated 
that he hoped th® Sherman law would be re- 
pealed immediately- and gotten out of the 
way. If it was The Journal’s purpose to be 
fair, why did it not quote the full interview 
from Mr. Oglesby, taken from its own col- 
umns the day before and emphatically endors- 
ing Mr. Inman’s position as to the absolute 
necessity for the coinage of both metals 
without discrimination against either, as op- 
posed to the gold standard, which, as Mr. in- 
man so significantly says, may be ‘beneficial 
to the creditor class. but hard on the debtor 
class.’’ We quote from Mr, OUOgiesby’s inter- 
view, that part bearing on the course he 
would advise after the repeal of the Sherman 
wn La acyl 

“i believe at the regular session in - 
ber that there should te legislation Pr 
the further coinage of silver, Outside of this 
being good democratic doctrine, it is good com. 
mercal policy and common gense. I don’t 
think the ratio should be changed, as taat 
would involve too much confusion and immense 
loss. Let the government charge a_ suffi- 
cient seigniorage between the market price of 
the bullion and the face value of the coin, 
the effect of which will be to preserve the 
much-talked-of and desired parity between 
the goid and silver dollar. This charge by 
the government goes into the treasury and, 
therefore, benefits all the peopie; and with 
silver at its present depreciable value will 
not be discriminating in favor of the silver 
miners, and as silver bullign advances in 
price, as I believe it would under free coin- 
age, the seigniorage would be correspondingiy 
decreased, and, threfore, work harm to 
no interests. The oliject lesson which this 
country has been taught during the past few 


months has been a sore and severe experi-" 


ence.”’ 

As to the position of Major Kiser and Dr. 
Spalding, than whom there are not two more 
representative business men in Atlanta, they 
are outspoken against the policy which seeks 
to repeal the Sherman law only to establish 
a gold standard. Of course both favor the 
repeal of the Sherman law, but they are en- 
thusiastic advocates of the coinage of both 
silver and gold as standard money metals, as 
pledged by the party, and nine-tenths of the 
business men of Atlanta agree with them, too, 
and view with apprehension the shrinkage of 
values that must follow the gold standard. 

Here is what Mr. Inman gays about it: 

“It is my opinion that with the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman aet 
there should have been a condition looking 
to silver legislation. it will be hard now to 
get any action taken on bimetallism. Exactly 
what action should be taken by congress 
I am not prepared to say. I think there will 
now be a restoration of confidenee which will 
gradually bring about a shrinkage cf values, 
to adapt themselves to a gold standard, bene- - 
ficial to the creditor class, but hard on the 
debtor class.”

The Association Meeta at the Chamber of 
Commerce— What Was Done. 


The Manufacturers’ Association met yes- 
terday morning in the Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

The meeting was a large one and those 
present were enthused with the work on 
hand anf the work which had been done. 

During the meeting a proposition was 
made that the general council of the city 
of Atlanta be requested to appropriate $10,- 
000 to be used in advertising Atlanta and 
Atlanta wares. The matter was discussed 
at length and will be presented to the gen- 
eral council at its next meeting, and when 
it is presented it will be backed up by pe- 
titions signed by more than 5,000 people 
who are now working in Atlanta shops. 

The committee on by-laws and constitu- 
tion presented a report which was adopted. 

Those who were in attendance upon the 
meeting promised to patronize home-made 
goods to the exclusion of all others, every- 
thing else being equal. 

Several addresses w@e made by gentle 
men thoroughly posted*on the matters be- 
fore the association. Mr. Sawtell, chair- 
man of the committee on advertising. made 
a report showing the work that had been 
done by the committee since the last meet- 
ing and stated that the book was nearly 
ready for the printer: The book, he said, 
would contain all the information about 
Atlanta manufactures which could be pos- 
sibly obtained. 

Mr. ©. K. Maddox presented the follow- 
ing resolution. 

Resolved, That the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Atlanta respectfully request our sena- 
tors and representatives in congress to do all 
in their power to have the government estab- 
lish a subtreasury In Atlanta. 


IT WILL BE A GREAT CONVENTION.

Just behind them 
cume two ladies and Conductor Jordan asked 
lerkins to find a seat in the rear, as that 
portion of the car is set apart for his color. 

Perkins paid no attention to the conductor, 
but his wife got up and went to the back 
end. Conductor Jordan told Perkins a_ sec- 
ond time to move and this time the negro re- 
fused to do so, saying that he was on a pub- 
lic car and would ride op @ny seat he chose. 
A third request had no effect and Conductor 
Jordan and his motorman caugat hold of 
Perkins to eject him from the car. 

The conductor says that Perkins struck 
him in the face and a lively scene was cre- 
ated by his struggles. His wife screamed 
loudly and attracted quite a_crowd. Perkins 
was successfully ejected from the car and 
turned over to Officer Jordan, of the police 
force.. He was locked up, and Conductor 
Jordan says he will prosecute him under the 
state law governing such offenses. 

A Youthful Forger. 

George Burge, a seventeen-year-old white 
‘hoy, was arrested last night by Detective Me- 
haffey on the charge of forgery. 

Burge lives with his father. who Is in the 
employ of Inspector Veal, in the city, and it 
is charged that he forged the name of Mrs.

WALKS AND TALKS. 


The death of Colonel Louis J. Dupre re- 
moves a figure well known in Atlanta. He 
died at Raleigh while seeking recovery there. 
He had been an invalid for several months, 
but his malady did not take a serious turn 
until within the past few weeks. He sought 
relief at various watering places in Missis- 
sippi, whereby he was benefited sufficiently 
to enable him to assume the editorship of The 
Ledger, of Memphis, of which he has lately 
been editor. The labor, however, seemed to 
be too much for him, and several weeks back 
he went to Raleigh, where he has since so- 
journed, but where he failed to recuperate. 
A few days ago it was announced that he 
would seek a resting place near Atlanta in 
the hope that his health would be restored, 
but he was too feeble to attempt the journey. 
His devoted wife, who has watched and 
nursed him in the tenderest possible way, 
contemplated a trip to the Pacific coast, in 
the hope of restoring her heloved husband's 
health, but she was compelled by his failing 
condition to abandon the idea. 


Colonel Dupre was in the sixty-elghth year 
of his age, and more than half of his life has 
been passed in and around Memphis. He was 
a native of Georgia, and belonged to an old 
Huguenot family of ripe scholars and sol- 
diers. He was a graduate of the Athens uni- 
versity. He was also a graduate in the law. 
and at one time, in the early history of the 
Memphis and Charleston railway was an at- 
torney for that corporation. He was also en- 
gaged in real estate enterprises in connection 
with the late Captain Monsaratt, and many 
years back was engaged in the foundry bus- 
iness. being one of the owners of what is 
now the Livermore foundry. Colonel Dupre 
was a ripe scholar and a rapid, vigorous and 
original thinker, hence it was but natural 
that he should turn to the newspapers as a 
chance to ventilate his views. He became 
a writer for the press. and at one period in 
his early career edited two papers in Mem- 
phis—one a whig and an afternoon journal, the 
other in opposition, both in politics and_on 
local issues. During the absence of the real 
editor Colonel Dupre carried on a _ contro- 
versy in connection with the old navy yard 
property being accepted by the city from the 
government in such a way that crowds would 
gather each afternoon to catch the earliest 
copies of the paper to read what the editor 
of the afternoon paper had to say against 
the sharp cuts hurled from the morning jour- 


nal. 


When the civil war began Colonel Dupre 
followed the southern armies as a war corre- 
spondent of the old’ Memphis Appeal and 
other southern journals. At the close of the 
war Colonel Dupre became editor of The 
Memphis Bulletin, and at one time he con- 
ducted a critical newspaper campaign with 
that powerful nestor of the press. Colonel 
M. C. Gallaway. then the editor of The Ava- 
lanche. Later the two became associated as 
owners and editors of The Appeal. After- 
ward Colonel Dupre sold his interest in the 
paper and went to Austin, Tex., where he 
continued his work as a n@éwspaper writer and 
editor. During the first Cleveland adminis- 
tration Colonel Dupre served as consul to 
San Salvador, Central America, from which 
position he resigned to take up his residence 
in Alabama, where he resumed: newspaper 
work, returning to Memphis, as noted, six 
or eight months ago. Colonel. Dupre was 
three times married. his first wife being a 
daughter of the late Governor James (C. Jones. 
His second wife was a lady from New Or- 
leans, the daughter of one of the proud Cre- 
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ole families of Louisiana. The present Mrs. 
Dupre met her late husband on the Pacific 
coast seven or eight years ago. Colonel Du- 
pre was a man of marked talent as a writer, 
and his productions have been voluminous, 
covering, as th:y did, more Than forty years, 
daring which he treated of a myriad ol 
themes and topics. 

“T will leave again for Nashville tomorrow,”’ 
si.id Engineer John H. Welch, “where we will 
have another conference with General Man- 
ager Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
anc St. Louis railroad, about the centem- 
pated or rather discussed reduction cf 10 per 
cent. The men on the sine of road have every 
cerfidence in General Manager Thomas and 
they are perfectly willing to rest the case in 
his hands, believing that he will deal fairly 
with us. Of course I can’t predict the result 
of the conference with General Manager 
Thomas, but I am like all the rest of 
the boys—I’m willing to take his word for 
what he says. Still we can’t give up more 
than we have already given up and as far as 
he is concerned I don’t think he would ask 
more of us thar he has asked. I would 
like to have you say that General Manager 
Thomas did not say he wowd have to submit 
the matter of the restoration of wages to his 
managers, for he is himself the manager and 
ruler supreme. This is what he did say about 
the restoration of wages at the end of the 
time we have been discussing: ‘The restora- 
tion of wages would depend entirely upon the 
business of the road.’ No, the men hare 
every confidence in General Manager Thomas, 
and I think they are all disposed to do more 
for him than they would for any one else in 
the world. He has always been square with 
them and they are going to do the square 
thing with him. If we can come to some un- 
derstanding about the restoration at the end 
of the time we will submit to the reduction. 
But I think we are right in wanting some 
definite understanding. We all believe that 
he will g’ve us what we want.” 


Conner, of Social Circle, 
yesterday: “TIT see you have Walton county 
down with a decrease of $20.359. when it 
should have been an ncrease of $20,350.

Something 
ought to have been done in the outset to 
make the cost less. The people of Chicago 
seem to have that way about them of knowing 
a good thing when they see it nd are deter- 
mined to make prices to suit the rush. That 
is wrong. Now, every good citizen of these 
United States ought td see the fair, but it’s 
a pity, to be sure, that he has to fork over 
so much money unnecessarily to see it. Oh, 
but it’s a big concern, that fair. Grand!’

LOCAL GOSSIP, 


“Brunswick has certainly had a hard time 
this year,’’ said one of the refugees yesterday, 
“and no other city in the country has suf- 
fered as much. Three different scourges have 
threatened to destroy her and all within the 
space of two or three months. In the first 
place she was demoralized by the panic which 
swept away her banking institutions. Then 
came the yellow fever scare, which caused 
the city to be evacuated, and after that the 
cyclone of last Monday which played such 
fearful havoc along the Atlantic coast. But 
Brunswick is made out of sterner-stuff than 
a great many towns of her size, and she will 
take a fresh start In a few weeks and show 
the world that, in spite of storms and epi- 
demics, she intends to hold the fort. I in- 
tend to go back in a few days and I know of 
a number of others who will do the same 
thing. At present there are, perhaps, as 
many as 6,000 people away under compulsion 
on account of the yellow fever scare, but 
since the report given out that only two 
cases have developed there will be a return 
of the refugees within a very few weeks.”’ 


Speaking of the attitude of Atlanta with 
reference to the yellow fever, the same gen- 
tleman went on to say: “But Atlanta has 
acted a gallant part by the sufferers and the 
people of Brunswick will never be able to 
repay her. In spite of the fact that a num- 
ber of southern cities have threatened to 
quarantine against her if she did not quar- 
antine against Brunswick, she has insisted on 
allowng the refugees to come into her gates. 
Atlanta is a great city and I have unbounded 
confidence in her future. She is actuated by 
the proper spirit, and that. allied with her 
natural advantages, fs bound to win for her 
a prestige beyond that which she enfoys at 
the present day.’’ The gentleman was very 
earnest from the manner in which he spoke, 
and his face indicated, as well as the tone 
of his voice, that he meant every word he 
said. It is only a sample, however, of the 
feeling that is prevalent among the refugees 
concerning the treatment which they have 
received from the hands of this city. 


“~T never knew until today.” said a. well- 
known Georgia politician in the Kimball ro- 
tunda yesterday, “Show Representative Allen, 
of Mississippi, got the nickname ‘Private’ 
John Allen.’’ 

“Tow was it?’ somebody asked. 

“He was running for congress against 
General Tucker out in Mississippi and Tucker 
made a speech one day whooping himself 
up on his war record. He started out by say- 
ing in stentorian voice: ‘I slept one night be- 
fore the battle in a tent—’ 

“This was enough for Allen. 
up to speak he said: ‘Yes, boys, General 
Tucker did sleep in that tent that night, 
and I stood guard on picket around the tent. 
Now, all you here today who slept in tents 
vote for Tucker, but those who stood guard in 
the rain and cold vote for John Allen.’ From 
that moment to this he has been called 
‘Private’ John Allen. Of course he was 
elected.’’

Abers 
a dozen took the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia last night for Brunswick. They 
laughed when asked if they did not feag 
another outbreak of the disease, and sai¢é 
“Oh, the storm has blown the fever away.” 


“Yes, the gold mining business in Georgia 
is sure to take on new interest in the very 
near future,” said Mr. James S. Hamilton, 
of Athens, as he stood beside the cigar stand 
in the Kimbatl. “This legislation against 
silver will do that much, let us hope. I am 
informed by competent mining engineers that 
the ores of Virginia, North Carolina and 
Georgia are coming into demand now and 
that it will not be iong before any amount 
of money can be secured for this kind of ine 
vestment along the Piedmont ridge of the 
southern states.’’

HE'S BEEN TO THE GREAT WORLD'S FAIR 


Has a Little to Say About the Fair and 
the Good Whisky He Is Giving the 
People of the Carolina State. 


Governor Tillman, of the flery little state 
of South Carolina, the man who has, per- 
haps, given the whote-souledi, merry going 
bon vivants of Palmettoland the best swhisky 
they ever had for the money, was numbered 
among Atianta’s passing throng yesterday. 

The famous governor was in the lead of a 
party of a dozen or more, and they have all 
been to the great world’s fair. 

In the party were the governor and his 
wife and three children, Mrs, W. T. Gary and 
Misa Gary, of Augusta; Miss Mary Evans, 
Miss Julia Glass, of Edgefield; Miss Tomie 


Tilinran, of Edgefield; Miss Tindall and Miss 


Lou Gary. 

They arrived in the city on one of the late 
trains and took supper at Durand’s restau- 
rant, where a Constitution reporter found 
the governor just as he was in the act of 
swooping down into his breeches pockets to 
hand up a few shining silver dollars to pay 
for the suppers. 

He pulled his big black slouch hat down 


over his face, stuck his thumbs into bis vest 


pockets, looked steadfastly upon the floor and 

then out into the rainy, stormy streets and 

finally said, in response to the reporter’s in- 

quiry: 

Pa it’s a good sized fair. A pretty big 
ng.’* 

“What, of all the fair, did you like best, 
governor? ’ asked The Constitution reporter. 

‘How do you expect me to answer such a 
question?’ was ail the answer given, and it 
was Clealr at the outset that Carolina’s re- 
former was in no mood to be interviewed. 

“All I know,’ he finally continued, “is that 
the fair is all it’s cracked up to be—the 
finest the world has ever seen, I reckon. 
That’s all I care to say about the fair I be- 
lieve. What next?’ 

As he said this he turned upon his inter- 
viewer avith a heaven-pity-me expression on 
his fave, and the reporter ventured to ask 
something about the storm that has lately 
Shaken Charieston up, drowned Sullivan’s 
isiand and buried Port Royal beneath the 
furious waves. 

‘“That’s something I was going to ask you 
about,’ was the reply from the Irrepressibie 
sovernor. “I haven’t read a newspaper since 

left Carolina, two weeks ago. . made up 
my mind to go off for a frolic, and I have 
done it.

TILLMAN’S TRADEMARK. 


Decision of the Commissioner of Patents on 
the Appeal. 


Washington, August 30.—The commis- 
sioner of patents rendered a decision today 
in the matter of the appeal to him of 
the state of South Carolina from the re- 
fusal of the examiner to register a trade- 
mark applied for in the name of the state, 
consisting of the word “Palmetto,” to be 
printed on the liquor labels, together with 
the arms of the state and the name of the 
liquor. It was stated to be the intention 
of the state officers of South Carolina to 
enter markets outside the state and outside 
the union in the sale of liquors for profit, 
and that the authorities had sold a case of 
its liquors bearing the trademark in Can- 
ada. It was claimed by the appellant 
that the state possessed the full rights of 
a trading corporation, and that it might 
undertake a business of this character. to 
be conducted outside, as well as within, 
the state limits, and that authority for this 
was found in the provisions of its recent 
liquor legislation. The examiner held othgr- 
wise, and therefore refused registration. 

The commissioner, after reviewing th® 
monopolies enjoyed by France and Bel- 
gium, holds that a state of the American 
union, having all the powers of an indipend- 
ent sovereign state except those surrendered 
to the federal government, has the inherent 
right as a state to engage in trade, domes- 
tic or foreign. But the commissioner also 
holds that a lawful trade in liquors outside 


the state must be established in some ef-. 


fectual manner before the state van become 
the owner of a trademark which would be 
entitled to registration in its name in the 
patent oce under the law of 1881. He 
construes the South Carolina liquor act as 
a measure for the suppression of the liquor 
traffic in South Carolina by private indi- 
viduals, and to substitute therefor its com- 
plete control by the state through public 
dispensaries, and holds that only by a 
strained construction could any passage in 
the act be held to look to the establishment 


| of any outside traffic of any kind, excepting 


m éhe purchase liquors to be dispensed; 
that there is nothing in the general or spe- 
cial objects of the statute to show that 
the state intended to descend to the level 
of a corporation outside its own limits. 
The commissioner closes his decision by 
saying: “It is considered that the state of 
South Carolina, notwithstanding the acts 
of its governor and state board of control. 
has authorized trade in liquors outside its 
own limits, is not the owner of any trade- 
mark, has not at this time the right to the 
use of the trademark sought to be regis- 
eo therefore, the application is de- 
nied.

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Received Dangerous Injuries in a Fight 


with Joe Blanton Yesterday. 


HE HAS. BEEN -UNCONSCIOUS SINCE 


And Blanton Has Skipped—A Fight Over 
a Trivial Matter in the Workshop at 
Traynham & -Ray’s Factory. : 


In a fight in the machine room at Trayn- 


hum & Ray’s sash and door factory on } 


Decatur street yesterday morning, Joe 
Blanton struck Jown W. Ivey on the head 
with a heavy piece of scantling, and Ivey 
is still unconscious and may die. 

Blanton struck Ivey several times, and 
three bad wounds were made on his head. 
Both men were employed at the place and 
the difficulty was over a trivial matter 
that should have been easily settled. 

Mr. Ivey is about thirty-five years old 
and has charge of a mortising machine. 
He lives on Woodward avenue, near Grant 
park, and has a wife and seven children. 
He is a brother-in-law of Mr. Traynham, 
and has been employed by Traynham « 
Ray for ten years. He has never been in 
any sort of trouble before, his employers 
say. Blanton is about twenty-eight years 
of age and is a door maker. He lives on 
Hulsey street, and has a wife and two 
children. 

The difficulty originated over something 
that Ivey was reported to have said about 


Blanton in the latter’s absence. As re. 


lated by Mr. Albert Marbut, a salesman 
for Traynham & Ray, the trouble came 
about in this way. The workmen employed 
by the firm, of whom there is a considera- 
ble number, buy ice every morning to make 
ice water. The expense is borne by the 
workmen, each man paying his pro rata. 
Recently, while Blanton was out of the 
city, some trouble arose about the ice and 
Ivey eaid that Blanton had been collecting 
the money each we2k to pay for’ it, but 
had failed to do so. 

Blanton returned fromehis trip day be- 
fore yesterday, and some one repeated the 
remark Ivey had made to him. Blanton 
immediately went to Ivey and some words 
passed. The two men separated, however, 
without any trouble at that time. Later 
Blanton went to Ivey and the quarrel was 
renewed, The wordy war became so warm 
that Ivey called Blanton a liar, when the 
latter jerked up a large scantling and 
made for his foe. 

Blanton dealt Ivey several blows over 
the head, knocking him senseless to the 
floor. Blanton then dropped his weapon 
and, picking up his coat, hurriedly put it 
on and hastened out of the building. 

The workmen gathered around Ivey, and 
it was found that he had three deep gash- 
es on his head; one ugly cut was just 
above the eye. A hack was called, and 
Ivey, still unconscious, was taken to his 
home on Woodward avenue. Dr. GC. F, 
Benson was called in and he atte&ded to 
Ivey’s wounds. Ivey remained unconscious 
throughout th» entire afternoon and was 
still unconscious last night. 

It is feared that Ivey’s wounds will prove 
fatal. His family was exceedingly anxious 
about him last night. Blanton could not 
be found, although he was looked for by 
the police. It is thought that he has gone 
to Chattanooga, and telegrams will be sent 
to that city and to others, 


~ AT HOME AGAIN. 


Secretary Smith, of the Interior Depart- 
ment, Drops in on Atlanta. 

Hon. Hoke Smith, secretary of the in- 
terior, spent yesterday in Atlanta and will 
remain here today. 

He came down from Washington to Mt. 
Airy to see Mrs. Smith and his children, 
who are summering there. He took an 
early train and got in here soon after 
breakfast. 

Cabinet life agrees with him thoroughly, 
for he is looking as hearty as when he 
was practicing his profession before the 
home courts. The secretary had been 
expected, but it was not generallys known 
just when he would arrive in Atlangg. His 
stay will be brief mm the south, as he has to 
be back in Washington Saturday morning, 
he says. 

“IT am just down on some private busi- 
ness and to see my family,” he said to a 
Constitution reporter who called after the 
lingering candidates for office got through 
with their audiences. “You know that I 
had only two weeks’ notice before 
leaving in March and there are some pri- 
vate matters which require my attention 
here at home.” 

There was a little talk on general sub- 

jects, which Mr. Smith discussed freely, 
but when his attentioh began to be directed 
to national affairs, he hesitated for a mo- 
ment, and then with a let’s-understand-each- 
other smile, remarked: 
. “Now you are leading up to something 
which I regret to say I cannot talk about. 
The policy of the administration in regard 
to pending legislation, efther relating to my 
department or to the financial question, is 
a matter on which I will have to ask you 
to excuse me from talking.” 

The secretary and Assistant Attorney 
General John I. Hall have their hands 
full in prepariag regulations for the open- 
ing of the Cherokee strip which is to occur 
at noon on September 16th. The regula- 
tions are more explicit than those which 
governed the opening of the public lands 
during the last few years. 7 

In the law passed by congress provision 
is made for allotments of eighty acres each 
to seventy Indians who have been residents 
of the strip. To these allotments 125 
Cherokee Indians are making claims, and it 
devolves upon the secretary and attorney 
general to select seventy from this number 
who are entitled. Naturally these claimants 
have attempted to select their allotments 
adjacent to the town sites. These town 
sites were laid off several weeks ago by the 
agents of the department and immediate- 
ly the Indian claimants selected their al- 
lotments all around these sites. Secretary 
Smith did not like this and immediately re- 
moved the county seats in every case four 
or five miles from the selections made by 
the Indians. The Indians are naturally 
indignant and may attempt to build towns 
themselves ‘in opposition to the towns pro- 
posed by the department. 

Under the law every thirteenth section 
of land in the new territory is set apart 
for educational purposes—common schools. 
Secrptary Smith has taken the authority 
to retain additional lands for higher’ edu- 
cational purposes. _He has set apart every 
thirty-second section. for this purpose and 
will turn each of these sections over to a 
commission to be named later for the pur- 
pose of establishing a university for Ok- 
lahoma. Le 

There are several million acres of land 
in this territory, and already it is said that 
fully 30,000 people are strung along at the 
border ready to rush in and seize the 
lands the moment it is thrown open to set- 
tlement. This new territory is adjacent to 
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son, Of Macon, will have charge of one of 
the land offices and he will be assisted by 

{r. {John Locke Martin. Mr. Lewis 
Pace, of Covington, who has been here in 
the land office for several years, will have 
charge of one of the booths on the border 
of the territory where claimants must reg- 
ister before entering the domain.

NINE HUNDRED QUIT AT LOUISVILLE 


And Shopmen at Bowling Green, Memphis 
and Mobile Have Gone Out—En- 
gineers and Conductors in Session.

Louisville, Ky., August 30.—Nine hundred 
men employed in the shops of the Louisville 
and Nashyille railroad in this city struck at 
3:40 o’clock ths afternoon. Word reached 
the city tonight that the shop men in Bowling 
Green, Memphis and Mobile had gone out. 
At New Decatur, Ala:, the men are dissatis- 
fied and will probably go out tomorrow. The 
strike was caused by the 10 per cent reduction 
in wages. 

The organization of trainmen, engineers, 
firemen and conductors have been in session 
all day. They refuse to talk, but it is known 
that the officiats will be notified tomorrow 
that a cut in wages will not be accepted. 
This means that the entire system of 4,000 
miles will be tied up and it will be the largest 
strike in the history of railroads in the south. 

They Strike at Mobile, 

Mobile, Ala.,. August 80.—The machinists, 
moiders and boiler makers of the Louisville 
and Nashville road struck this afternoon be- 
enuse of the reduction of wages which goes 
in effect Friday. They were ordered vut by 
the district chairman, They number seveaty- 
five men. All but four struck. The carpen- 
ters, palnters, blacksmiths and laborers re- 
main.

That there shall be prepared within 
the courthouse and postoffice of said city 
suitable and convenient rooms for the nse 
of the assistant treasurer herein authorized, 
and sufficient and secure fire-proof vaults and 
safes for the keeping of the public moneys 
collected and deposited with him, and the 
said assistant treasurer shall have the cus- 
tody and care of said rooms, vaults and safes 
as may be temporarily assigned to him. and 
he perform all the duties required to be per- 
formed by other United States assistant 
treasurers in reference to the receipt, safe- 
keeping, transfer and disbursement of such 
moneys. 

Sec. 3. That the assistant treasurer an- 
thorized by this act to be appointed, . shall 
receive a salary of $4,500 per annum, to be 
paid quarter-yearly at the treasury of the 
United States, which shall be in full for his 
services.

Seven Big Brutes Horribly Whip a 
Young Girl. 


WHITE GAPS TORTURE ALICE SHELTON. 


While Naked the Victim Is Switched and 
Beaten with Clubs—One of the 
Fiends and a Girl Arrested. 


Ducktown, Tenn., August 30.—A das- 
tardly, dirty outrage committed one night 
last week has just been made public. Seven 
men, calling themselves white-caps, masked 
and armed with pistols, terribly whipped 
and brutally beat into insensijbility Alice 
Shelton,sixteen years old, a comely, re- 
spectable girl, whose age alone would have 
appealed to common humanity. 

The outrage occurred three miles east of 
Ducktown at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harris, where Alice Shelton was a guest 
for the night. In company with others the 
girl attended church Thursday evening. 
About the time the meeting was over Ella 
Harris, a young girl, came to 
Alice and begged her to go home and stay 
all night with her. Alice finally agreed to 
go Ella Harris, however, before this 
told some other girls that she was going to 
take Alice Shelton home with her that night 
and have her whipped by the white caps, 
naming the parties who would do the whip- 
ping. Soon after the girls reached home they 
went to bed in a small room adjoining 
the main building. They had not been in 
bed long until three men came and went 
into the room occupied by Mrs. Harris 
aud the small children. Mr. Harris be- 
ing away for the night, the men talked to 
Mrs. Harris for some minutes in a low 
tone. They then left Mrs. Harris and 
went to the door of the 
room were Alice and Ella were sleep- 
ing, and, after awakening the girls, the men 
asked if Alice Shelton was there. Ella 
replied that she was. They then demanded 
admittance. Ella got up out of bed and 
opened the door. Three masked men came 
in and pulled Alice out of bed and dragged 
her into the yard, where two of them held 
her and kept two revolvers presented in 
her face while the third man whipped and 
beat her nearly to death with clubs and 
switches, first, however, having divested her 
of all clothing. 

The victim recognized the three and to- 
day managed to come to town and swore 
out warrants for Bud Warley, William 
Mitchell, Whitfield Burgar and Ella Harris. 
Burgar and Mitchell got wind of the war- 
rants being out and have fled the country. 
Bud Warley and Ella Harris were arrested 
and held to court to await the action of 
the grand jury. Mrs. Harris says that 
there were seven in the gang and that four 
stood guard while three did the whipping. 

No cause is assigned for the brutality. 
Alice Shelton is a girl of good character 
and very handsome. 

lt is said that there is a band of -white- 
caps consisting of thirty-five or forty and 
that this same gang whipped Mrs. Bell 
on Wolf creek, N. C., some two or three 
years ago, which was reported in nearly all 
the papers at the time. 

The good citizens are anxious that the 
law should be rigidly enforced and this 
band exterminated. 


COBB GOUNTY’S SPLENDID SHOWING. 


The Work of the Grand Jury—A Splendid 
System of Roads Assured, 

Marietta, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of Cobb county, whose 
work has just been completed and its 
report made, Awas a remarkable body, 
Measured by what it accomplished and 
the amount of public spirit it manifested. 

In a charge made by Judge Gober to 
a previous grand jury he specially and 
vigorously emphasized the bad condition 
of our county roads, and after explaining 
the duty of the grand jury in this respect, 
he struck straight out above the belt in 
his characteristicly fearless way, and said 
that some of the roads were a disgrace 
to the county, and that he expected and 
intended that he grand jury should see 
that they were put in such good condition 
as the law requires. 

The charge had the desired effect of 
waking up the road officials to a vigorous 
discharge of their duty all over the county, 
as they saw that Judge Gober meant 
business. 

The grand jury just dismissed, owing 
to the extraordinary amount of work that 
fell to its lot, was in session long after 
the other jur@s were dismissed and did 
its work with all the thoroughness that 
a legislative body usually exercises. 

They did not content themselves with 
the usual stereotyped reports, but went 
completely aud thoroughly into details and 
and had the road commissioners of every 
district in the county to come before the 
body and render sworn reports of all the 
roads under their charge. The results 
showed that since Judge Gober’s vigorous 
charge, the roads had been worked as 
never before. Brodges had been built, 
strengthened and repaired, culverts had 
been placed where needed, the drainage 
of the road had been amply provided for, 
and the various roadbeds never had been 
smoother, firmer or more completely up 
to the requirements of the law. 

Not only this was officially determined, 
but the outlook never was brighter to es- 
tablish a system of roads similar to the 


has. 

This jury recommended that a county 
chaingang be established for working the 
roads, and in all probability this will soon 
be a vigorous working reality, as they 
showed a further disposition to liberally 
furnish the material out of which to form 
it. The unprecedentedly large number of 
162 true bills were found by this body. 
The great majority of these were for mis- 
demeanor. Through the efforts of Spe 


hardly a violation of law in the whole 
county that is not brought before this 
body, so that when the grand juries finish 
their work it can be very safely stated 
that all the criminal book accounts have 
been liquidated up to that time. 

The county showed up in a highly pros- 
perous condition considering the times. 
The tax books as made out by the re- 
ceiver, Mr. W. N. Grist, showed nearly 
$100,000 increase and only thirteen people 
are dependent upon public charity, as shown 
by the poorhouse records. 

“With continued repetitions of such ener- 
getic and progressive officials as _ these, 
Cobb county will surpass herself in prog- 
ress, plenty. and prosperity, and in all 
those things which make for higher cul- 
ture and broader civilization.

HE WAS VERY OFFENSIVE TO LADIES 


And Therefore Mr. Morris Went Gunning 
for Him—An Injunction Against 
Mr. lL. A. R. Reab. 


Augusta, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—Mr. 
William 8S. Morris, assistafft treasurer of the 
Georgia railroad, shot and probably fatally 
wounded Matthew Turner, a negro, at 3% 
o’clock this afternoon in front of the court- 
house. The negro was hit in the back, while 
running, and the ball penetrated the jower 
part of tbe left lung. The cause of the shoot- 
ing was some dirty acts of the negro, and re- 
grets are expressed that Mr. Morris did not 
kill -him. For several days Turner has been 
lounging around the neighborhood in whic 
Mr. Morris resides. When the ladies would 
pass he would make himself obnoxious. Other 
neighbors had been looking for the negro, too. 
This afternoon Mr. Morris had the negre 
pointed out to him. Mr. Morris started after 
Turner, who commenced running, and chased 
him a considerable’ distance. Seeing no 
chance to overtake him, Mr. Morris fired four 
shots, but only one bullet took etfect. The 
opinion is given that Turner is fataily 
wounded, Mr. Morris voluntarily furnished a 
$500 appearance bond. 


Mr. Reab Kestrained. 

Judge Roney granted an injunction today 
restraining the receiver of Mr. L. A. R. 
Reab, wholesale liquor dealer, from selling 
certain goods in his possession. In the Dill 
the claimants allege that Reab is indebted to 
them as follows: Moore & Smith, $8, 754.58; 
Walsh & Co., $4,042.70; Rhamstroom Byros.. 
$424.58. It is alleged that the goods were od- 
tained by Reab by misleading statements re- 
garding his financial standing, therefore the 
titles never left the claimants’ possession, 
The creditors also attack the lien granted on 
the stock. They also allege that for the last 
two and a half years Reab has drawn out of 
his business $25,000; that this is largely in 
excess of his expenditures, and they claim 
that he has in his possession $15,000 more. 
They ask that the receiver be ordered to de- 
mand from Reab that amount, and upon his 
refusal that he be ordered to show cause why 
he is@ot in contempt of court. 

Bishop Nelson Acts.

The case will go into the courts for 
settlement.

Forest Destruction in the United States. 
From the Sevtembcr Century. 

The United States sells tts forest lands at 
$2.50 an sere, lumber conpanies indirectly 
acquiring a squ3‘e mie of tand for little 
cver $1,600. while the timber on it is often 
worth $20,000. The French government for- 
ests return an average profit of $2.50 an acre 
annually from timber sales, or 21-2 per cent 
interest on the value of the land. The Uni- 
ted States pow owns only enough forest land 
to provide a continual timber supply to ‘ts 
present population, if forests are managed 
and lumber used as in Germany. The United 
States is exactly in the position of a man 
mitking large drafts on and using up an im- 
mense idle capital, which, if properly invested, 
would return an interest sufficient for his ex- 
penditures. In 1885 the government of Ba- 
varia sent an expert forester to study the 
timbers of the United States, who stated: “In 
fifty years yon will have to import your tim- 
ber, and as you will probably have a pref*r- 
ence for American kinds, we shall now begin 
to grow them in order to be ready to send 
them to you at the proper time.”’
